WASHINGTON, August 2.- -Shortly 


Taefore midnight Secretary Alger, as he 
lett the "White House, after a confer- 
ence with the President, said the ad- 
ministration had received no official In- 
formation that the Madrid government 
had accepted the -'terms of peace pro- 
posed by the United States. 


Unofficially the President has bean In- 


•formed that the Spanish ministry had 
accepted the terms of this country for 
a cessation of the war. 
The unofficial 


news reached the President in the form 
not only of the Associated Press dis- 
•patches, but of a private dispatch from 
constitutional agents of the United 
•States. 


While this government has strong 


reasons for believing that Its terms of 
peace have been attend to by the Ma- 
•drid government, the President is tak- 
ing nothing for granted. 
Orders for 


pressing the war to. a successful con- 
clusion are going forward precisely as 
if no negotiations for peace were in 
progress. 


Ambassador Oambon, who is con- 


ducting the negotiations for the Span- 
ish government, has not communicat- 
ed, so far as could be ascertained, with 
the President tonight and it Is probable 
that the official response to the terms 
proposed by the United States has not 
yet reached the rTench embassador. 
Upon its receipt it will be transmitted 
to the President without delay. 


In the event ot Spain's acceptance of 


the terms proposed by this country the 
first report probably will he towards an 
agreement to close active hostilities, 
pending the drafting of a treaty of 
peace alone the lines of the accepted 
terms. 


According to precedents ordinarily re- 


garded an armistice will be proclaimed 
and in the circumstances this would 
mean the practical close of the war. 


After the proclamation of an armis- 


tice, diplomatically,.the.n«t itep would 
be the designation by the President ol 
the commissioners' to represent 
tha 


United States In the conduct of tha 
final negotiations of peace. 
The termi 


proposed by this government provide 
for a joint commission to draft a peace 
treaty and to solve the difficulty rela- 
tive to the future government of tha 
Philippines. 
Again, according to the 


best accepted precedents, this joint 
commission would meet upon neutra 
ground. 
It has been suggested that 


the commission may assemble in Paris 
but as yet that is the merest conjee 
turp. 
The commission might meet in 


«ltlior of the belligerent countries. 


Pending the conclusion of the work 


the committee, the probabilities are 


that the armies of both Spain and the 
United Slates will be kept in the field, 
their relative positions remaining un- 
changed during the diplomatic negoti- 
ations. Here, however, precedent may 
be- put aside by the United States, but 
it is probable that this country will not 
withdraw any of the troops from the 
field until a determination shall hav« 
been reached of all questions in issue 
before the commissioners.

The prf ss reports' of the long cabinet 
neetings held in Uie Spanish capital 
•estreday indicated that the Span- 
sh cabinet was unprepared at least to 
accept the terms offered at once and 
without appearing to attempt to se-~ 
:ure some modification In the interest 


>f Spain. 
It is felt that such a course 


s absolutely imposed upon the Sagasta 
ministry by the existing conditions in 
kfadrid. 
Nevertheless, it Is not appar- 


ent that the President cherishes the 
lightest Intention of consenting to any 
material modification of the conditions 
and the slight delay that has occurred 
n making answer is not believed to be 
discouraging, nor to be taken as a sign 


>f the purpose of the Spanish cabinet 
ultimately to reject the proposition. 


When the doors of the state depart- 


ment closed this afternoon it was real- 
zed that owing' to the difference of 
Ime between Washington and Madrid 
here was little chance of receiving the 
expected answer before tomorrow and 
ndeed should it coma tonight the 
Drench embassador would not- be able 
o deliver It because the time required 
or Its transmission would make the 
tour too late and the announcement 
ould not be made until tomorrow. 
Officials here make no concealment of 
heir apprehension of serious trouble to 
ollow the execution, of our program 
n regard to the Philippines. 
The re- 


sorts of the military and naval com- 
landers of late have contained warn- 
igs of expected conflicts wtUi the In- 
urgents and'no surprise will be felt 
it the receipt of news of an outbreak at 
almost any moment. The United States 
government feels that it has assumed 
ft moraJ obligation towards not only the 
orelgn residents at Manila, but to- 
wards the unprotected classes of the

ginning to realize that the day of In- 
sularity for the United States passed 
forever when the Maine was blown up 
* y Spanish treachery In the bay o£ Ha- 
vana, and the Vizcaya appeared as a 
menace in New York harbor. 
The, 


Maine was not sent to Havana as a 
menace to Spain, but to assert the right 
of this foimtry to protect its citizens 
there. 
Had the Maine been sent to 


Cadiz the case would have, been differ- 
ent, but the implied threat of Spain in 
sendins the Vizcaya to New York at 
once notified the United States that a 
naval war was at hand and one In 
•which thin country must be rasicd from 
a. filih rate to a first rate naval power. 


Prom that moment the purchase of 


armored cruisers and the fitting: out 
Of a large auxiliary fleet went on. 
Money was voted and spent with a lib- 
erality that astounded the most pro- 
gressive of the great powers of Eu- 
rope. 
Whereas at the time of the de- 


struction of the Maine the balance of 
naval strength turned slightly In favor 
of Spain, the declaration of war that 
soon came found the United States 
with a navy that was equal to every- 
thing required for coast protection, 
and it could spare enough fighting ma- 
terial on the high seas to deal Spain 
crushing blows, both at Cavlte and at 
Santiago. 


The farmers who stood on Concord 


bridge and "fired the shot heard round 
the world" produced no greater effect 
than these two victories of Old Glory 
In the Atlantic and the Pacific. The sun 
that set on one victory rose on the 
other. 
There could be no insular 


America, after that: no wooden hulks 
and effete monitors rescued from Rot 
ten Row League Island and 
Mare 


Island to apologize for the United 
•States as a flfth rate naval power. By 
giant strides she is becoming second 
only to England on the seas, and. 
•thank Heaven, the sons of Nelson and 
Farragut, of Decatur and Jarvis clasp 
hands as brothers now. 


But with ambitions come necessities 


And responsibilities that must be faced 
•with 
the 
conditions 
and 
events 


that save rise to them. 
A modern 


"battleship is an inert mass without a 
coal supply readily available and 
der its own nasr. The Pacific Is dotted 
all over with Islands and the annexa- 
tion of these islands Is a parai 
necessity to every power that has a 
fleet on this Immense "waste of 
ters." 
Every little rock and atoll has 


tts value, now that the coal endurance 
of battleships is measured by days in- 
•stead of weeks or months. 
To pay for 


these coaling stations there 
productive colonies or dependencies In 
-the same area. 
This Is why Germany 


Is found in the Oilbert anfl 
Marshall 


Islands; Great 
Britain in Borneo. 


"Con! i? king." and this Is the reason 
why England clings to Saint Helena, 
Ascension and Cyprus, and France to 
Mauritius, Bourbon and New Caledo- 
nia. 
The possession of the Philippines 


Is vital to the United States under the 
new conditions Imposed. 


In compari?on with the Philippines 


•Cuba sinks Into Insignificance as a na< 
val strategic point and also as a com 
merctal distributor. The United States 
•with Porto Rico in its possession can dc 
•without Cuba altogether, 
and spare 


the annual cost of life involved In 
maintaining a garrison on one of the 
most unhealthy islands on the globe 
Moreover, the conditions for American 
izing the population' are much mor 
favorable in Manila anfl the Philippines 
than in Cubai 
The Cubans are Span- j 


lards and Catholics, hostile to this 
•country by every tradition and 
In- 


•stinct of their nature. 
The aboriginal 


population of Cuba, one of the- grand- 
est physical races on earth, has been 
exterminated l>y the Spaniards and by 
•the ancestors of the men who followed 
the banner of finmez and Garcia. 


In the Philippines on the other hand, 


•-a great part of the islanders, outside of 
Luzon, reproduce the conditions found 
in Hawaii at the beginning of this cen- 
tury. 
It would be a far easier task to 


-civilize and Americanize the savage, 
semi-pagan tribes of Mindanao (one of 
Ihft largest of the Philippine Islands) 
than to do anything with the Cubans, 
who simply hate the Americans a little 
less than they do the Spaniards. 


The labors of Titus Munson Coan and 


American miwrionnries have, in less 
than fifty years, routed out idolatry and 
-cruelty in Hawaii, and made its people 
ripe for American citizenship. 
It Is 


true that in the Philippines under pres- 
ent Spanish rule every form of relig- 
ious worship except the Roman Cath- 
olic Is absolutely proscribed and for- 
bidden, and that the Governor-General 
Is expressly defined as the "vice patron 
of the church." but this doctrine 
~ 


effectually demnlished and sunk "full 
fathom deep" by I>ewey's guns at Ca- 
t-He within fresh and sparkling mem- 
ory. 
To restore such a condition Is 


something that the American people 
will not tolerate and that Dewey assur- 
edly did not fight for. 


It does not necessarily involve an at- 


tack on any religion, according to 
American ideas, to say that an ecclesi- 
astical monopoly is as dangerous as a 
commercial or legislative one, as dan- 
gerous as an oligarchy of any kind. 
It Is sjife to say that in the future in 
Hawaii, or in Porto Rico, not a single 
memher of the Catholic or any other 
church will suffer the slightest Inter- 
ference with his faith. 
And however 


much Issues may be glozed over, the 
whole oiiestlon now remaining to be 
solved between the United States and 
Spain is one of "coals and religious 
toleration," not of territorial expansion 
or diverse racial ideas. 


Long years ago, when an Immense

Acapulco, a naval strategist, wise In

a world of commercial wealth and pros- 
;«rity still lay In thetrade between this 
ontinent and the Philippines and that 
Drake and his buccaneers were sage in 
heir profession when they lay off the 
California coast. In the sixteenth cen- 
ury. to make Spain pay In the Pacific 
or the navy England had to maintain 
gainst her In the Atlantic. 
Truth is 


ternal. 
The buccaneer days have 


gone, and privateering Is forbidden by 
he law of the great civilized powers of 
vhich Spain is not now recognized as 
ne. 
But the problem of the Philip- 


pine islands and the Pacific, which is 
he naval battleground and "chamber 
of commerce" of the future, cannot be 
olved satisfactorily 
to the United 


States with the Philippines remaining 
n the hands of Spain.

L measureof humanity.-stirred intosud- 
den fury by unspeakable treachery such 
aawas evidenced and proved in thehigh 
court of nations in the Maine disaster. 
And now It is the part of weakness and 
not of strength to hold our hand and 
restore the Philippines to Spain. To 


ive up the islands would be to make 
Dewey's achievement a "Pyrrhic vic- 
tory" indeed. 


The annexation of the Philippines 


might not rouse the Eastern and mid- 
dle Atlantic states to enthusiasm, the 
eyes 'of their merchants being riveted 
on Cuba and Porto Rico. 
But to the 


whole"Pacific Coast the thing is vital, 
it means new life for California trade 
and will enable us to maintain a navy 
on this coast at the least possible ex- 
pense to the nation. 


The opening of the Nicaragua canal 


will he among the logical sequences of 
the war. 
The Philippines will lie 


the intersecting line of Oriental and 
Australasian traffic thereafter. It would 


more politic, and more imaginable 


for England to give up the control of 
Egypt and the Suez canal than for the 
United States to relinquish the Philip- 
pines under the new conditions creat- 
ed by the China, and Japan trade of 
San Francisco, the victory of Cavlte 
and the recent Russian, French and 
German aggressive colonization 
China.

WASHINGTON, August L—The Post* 


tomorrow will say: 


President McKlnley will call an extra 


session of both houses of congress a» 
soon as Spain accepts the terms of. 
peace offered by the United States. 
It 


has always been understood that th« 
senate will be convened as soon as tht 
treaty of peace Is ready. 
The atten* 


tlon of the President has beea called* 
however, to a situation which make th« 
assembling of the entire congreM 
sary. 


Under the law, which provides for the 


raising of the volunteer army, that 
army goes out of existence aa soon as 
the war ceases. 
When this law wa* 


framed it was not supposed t^M aftet 
the war had ended there would he anj . 
necessity of keeping the army Intact* 
The developments of the war make it 
very evident that instead of sending 
the army back to civil life, fully 100.000 
men will continue to be used. It is th« 
present intention to distribute no lew 
than 50,000 BOldlers throughout Cuba; 
with 30,000 in the Philippines and prob- 
ably 20,000 in Porto Hico. 
Under the 


law as soon as hostilities cease, the 
volunteer army IB to disband and the 
regular army go back to ite peace foot- 
ing, thus leaving only 27,000 men in the 
service. 
This is a total far too small 


for the work that will be required. 
Consequently the aid of congress will be 
needed to frame new laws which will 
ke*p an adequate army for garrison 
purposes. 
In addition to this, lawi 


sL be passed to meet the new re^ 


quirementt of government In the Phil- 
ippines and Porto Rico.

Thirty Head Die in One Pasture- 


Need of a Quaran- 


tine. 


George Edwards, the veterinary sur- 


genn, says that the cattle of Fresno 
county are threatened with Tr-xns fe- 
ver. 
This week he discovered that the 


dreaded stock plague has affected a 
large number of cattle pastured on the 
Kings river bottom lanrls southeast o1 
Sanger. Thirty head died In one bunch 
of cattle and the carcassesare scattered 


•mmfl over the pasture, filling the ail 


with evil odors. The disease was found 
in another hunch of cattle higher up 
the river, 
Kdwards Is alarmed 


the discovery and he thinks that strong 
measures should at once be adopted ti 
stamp out the disease. 


The affected cattle have every sym 


ptom of Texas fever, says the veter 
inary. 
Their ears droop, their hair i 


ruffled and the animals have a genera 
air of dejection. 
"When a cow is af 


fected she flies within a few days 
Dculh usually results within from fiv 
to nine days. 
A small brown tick pe 


culiar to cattle afflicted with Texas fe 
ver was found on the cattle m Kings 
river pastures.

VIEWS OF THE CABINET 


Details of the death of the Prince are 


obtained with difficulty, because of the 
lateness of the hour, the Isolation of the 
castle and the strenuous endeavors of 
the attendants of the family to prevent 
publicity being given to what they con- 
sider private details. 


The death o£ the ex-chancellor comes 


as a surprise to all Europe. 
Despite 


the family's denials, there was an un- 
der current of appiehension when the 
sinking of the Prince was Jirst 
an- 


nounced, inspired more by what the 
family left unpublished than by any in- 
formation given. 
But when the daily 


bulletins chronicled improvements In 
the Prince's condition, detailed his ex- 
tensive bills of fare and his devotion 
to his pipe, the public accepted Dr. 
Schweninger's assertion that there was 
no reason why Bismarck shoul not 
reach the age of 90. 


It appears that the ex-channellor'a 


death was not precipitated by sudden 
complications, but was rather the cul- 
mination of chronic disease, neuralgia 
of the face and inflammation of the 
veins—which kept him in constant 
pain, borne with the iron 
fortitude 


•which might have been expected. 


The beginning of the end dates from 


July 20th, when, the "Prince was con- 
fined to his bed. H« had been several 
days prostrated before an Inkling of his 
decline reached the world. 


On Friday Dr. Schweninger 
said: 


"For the past nine days I have hardly 
changed my clothes, having traveled 
nearly all the time between Berlin and 
Friedrichsruhe, as you may notice, be- 
cause of my shabby velvet jacket." 


He then declared that his patient's 


lungs, stomach and kidneys weresound, 
in fact, that his whole gigantic frame 
was sound. "As yet," said Dr. Schwen- 
inger, "there is no calcification of the 
blood vessels, but the pains in his face 
and legs worry him and shorten his 
sleep." 


Dr. Schweninger added this verdict: 


"With his extraordinary robust nature 
he may, excludlng-complications, reach 
90." 


During Dr. Schweninser's brief ub- 


sence from Friedrichsrube Dr. Chry- 
sander was In constant attendance up- 
on the .patient. 
Although Prince Bis- 


marck was extremely low on "Wednes- 
day, he so rallied on Thursday that he 
was wheeled to the dinner tahle to cel- 
ebrate with his 'assembled family the 
51st anniversary of his wedding. 
He 


never for a moment believed himself In 
danger until the last flay. On Mon- 
day he ordered some new pipes and 
smoked on Thursday, then conversed 
brilliantly on the topics of the day, dis- 
cussing the trials and sentence o£ M. 
Zola and the pecce negotiations be- 
tween Spain and the United States. 
Count Von Rantzau, the Prince's son- 
in-law, read to him from a newspaper 
an obituary notice of himself at which 
he was greatly amused. 
He perused 


the papers dally and this was one rea- 
son why the family deprecated 
any 


alarming reports as to his health. 


The French press showed unabated 


enmity when discussing his possible 
death. 
The Temps compared his end 


with that of Gladstone, remarking that 
though the British statesman had failed 
in his policy and had compromised his 
party, he died regretted by all on ac- 
count of the grandeur of hla moral in- 
fluence, whereas, 
Prince Bismarck, 


whose life had been successful, would 
perish execrated by many, even in Ger- 
many, and Inquired grimly: 
"What 


sort of a funeral will be given him by 
the millions of socialists who have been 
hatched by his tyrannical laws?" 


The Prince was unconscious for sev- 


eral hours before the end came and hia 
breath almost failed repeatedly. 
He 


di?d without a struggle.

A 
disposition was shown in some quar- 
ters to question the authority of the 
French ambassador, but it can be 
again stated that the President regard- 
ed M.- Cambon as fuly qualified to act 
as a representative of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, subject of course, to the ref- 
erence of the work accomplished to 
the government for final approval. 


The discussion turned on the nature 


of the change made at the instance ot 
M. Cambon in the list of amendments. 
It was contended In some quarters that 
no change had been made, in others 
that an important modification had de- 
veloped. 
As a matter of fact, there is 


a difference of opinion, the administra- 
tion looking upon it as inconsequential, 
while M. Cambon attaches importance 
toil.

but bit business In July means more. 
ItIsthe month of all others when trade 
IB naturally light. New engagements 
are ordinarily deferred and men wait 
for the outcome and movement of 
crops. But more business is being done 
this year than In any previous July of 
which there are records. The payments 
through clearinff houses have oesn 5.8 
per cent, larger than in 1892, the year 
of greatest prosperity heretofore, and 
for the month thus far 6.5 per cent, 
larger than last year and 8.4 per cent. 
larger than In 1892. But these records 
and others have to be Judged In the 
light of heavy declines in prices since 
1892, 
BO that the volume of business 


transacted is about 20 per cent, larger 
than the volume of payments Indicated. 


Considering that the purchases of 


nearly half the people depend on the 
success of agriculture and that the 
prosperity of the entire transporting In- 
terest is materially affected by the size 
of the crops to be moved, it may be said 
that the promise of general prosperity 
this year Is unusually bright. 


The official report of: iron production 


for the first half of, 1808 shows an In- 
crease of over a half a million tons 
compared with any previous half yean 
and what is far more important, the 
consumption In manufactures appears 
for the half to have exceeded the output. 
Estimating the exports for June, only 
five months having been officially re- 
ported, the consumption has been 5,918,- 
345 tons, against 5,909,701 produced, 
averaging 991,391 tons monthly against 
9S*,95Q tons produced. It is well to 
remember In June when production de- 
clined because of stoppage for repairs, 
the decrease in. unsold stocks was 421( 
tons weekly.

at Chicago and an excellent structural 
demand and the heaviest demand for 
plates ever known at Plttsburg. Sales 
of Bessemer have been heavy, reach- 
Ine 25,000 tons at Plttsourg, without 
change In prices. 


Wheat receipts for the month thus 


far have been 7,309,333 bushels against 
10,652,044 last year, but prices have de- 
clined 11%C and farmers are holding 
hack their wheat In the hope of higher 
prices. The exports for the week have 
been 1,307,815 bushels from Atlantic 
ports, flour included against 1,718.739 
last year, and trom Pacific ports 126,- 
117 bushels against 429,201 last year.
